Tha "Plira" Medicine factory, which fulfilled its 19*8 plan *9 days ahead of 
eohedule, Is one of the heet pharmaceutical plants In Yugoslaria Parallel vith 
renode lllng of its old buildings and construct loo of new ones, this factory has 
been Modernising its production. The Tromlca Hldraulicnih Strojera (Factory for 
Hydraullo Machinery) has undo equipment for producing nicotine at "Plira," and 
the " Jedinatro" factory has conpleted equipnent for Manufacturing other drugs • 


The installation of nev equipnent and the training of personnel raised 19*8 
production orer 500 percent as conpared with 19*5, produotioo in 19*9 vlll be 
11 tines greater than In 19*5. 


Baring 19*7 sal 19*»8. this factory produced 1* new nedlolnal preparations 
which had nersr been nade in Yugoslaria before . It is now producing Medicines 
for Malaria* xhsunatlsn, syphilis, nerre diseases, gastric ulcere, end :irou- 
latory diseases. One of the greatest successes of the factory Is the production 
of crystalline Insulin, ae the result of research orer the last 2 years by an 
engineer employed at "Pliva." 


The factory suocrfMed in rubstitu+ing certain products now nsde reg- 
ularly by Yugoslav industry for foreign raw nat^rJalSe In place of benxol 
the factory now uses benzine, and in place of chloxofant Yugoslar ti chloro- 

e thane Is used. 


The section, far producing reagents has produced *5 different products for 
alytloal chemistry for the use of Institutes, laboratories, and Industry.

The "Prolek" Medicine faotory now produces Medicines, race lues, and four 
kinds of seruns, including anti diphtheria and antitetanus seruns. It also 
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produces ^milti valent ij vaccines for inoculation against typhus and diphtheria 0 

The medioine section produces disinfectants and insulin. In January 1948 
it "began production of hormone and nrganotheranwttc ^reparations for use in 
treating saloerias . dlsordor* .• these preparations, which had nrrtr been produeed in 
Yugoslavia before, are now the principal products of the medicine section. At first 
it was difficult to obtain enough animal glands, because sought erhouse workers 
were not used to saving them and because of lack of refrigeration in slaughter- 
houses. Shis year a refrigerator car has been obtained, and contracts hare 
been signed under which slaughterhouses will deliver 80 percent of the glands 
of animals slaughtered. 

Twenty-seven different medicines were manufactured by the medicine section 
in 1948. Sight of the 15 hormone and organotherapeutl o preparations which, 
under the Five-Year Plan, are to be manufactured by the end of 1951 are already 
being made at "Prolek." 

Last year, 20 new medicines, which always had been imported previously, 
were mode at this factory* Among the most important medicines made here, 
besides insulin, are heparon (a liver extract) for anemia, and corfcin for 
endocrine die orders. 

KKDXCXUE FAOTOHY KGPAHUDIO — Borba, lo 59; 10 Mar k$ 

Ljubljana — The Lek” (Medicine) factory produced ten times more in 1948 
than before the war. By 1946 its production was twice the prewar figure. 

A new section has been added to the plant at Ljubljana, and another was 
begun in 1948 at Merges, where organic salts and bismuth salts will be prepared. 
Several new machines for special preparations have been added. The section at 
Hraatnik is the only shop of the prewar plant still in operation. 

Products of the faotory include "Baldin," for use in disorders of the nervous 
system; "Seballn, " for use in obstetrics, sod 4 7eroacv, " an iron preparation for 
tha blood. Other countries are interested in this factory's extract from the 
root of the eagle fern, whiui is used for the treatment of tapeworm. Medicines 
for cardiopathy hyperacidity of the stomach, ether, and other products also 
are manufactured here* 

Most of the preparations made at "Lek" are produced from Yugoslav raw 
materials. Only a few chemicals are imported.

Zagreb — "Picnir, " the factory for pharmaceutical and dietetic products, is 
mow producing five times more than before the war. Its 1948 plan, vhioh was 100 
percent greater thru, that of 1947, was fulfilled 14 days ahead of schedule. 

The faotory supplies all Yugoslav republics with product r for supplementary 
feeding of infants* Efrseareh is now in progress toward early production of 
oarob meal, from which on excellent medicine for infantile intestinal disorders 
will be obtained, and toward preparation of extracts frem brewers' yeast. 

As soon as the ffcotor^ was taken over by the state, new equipment was 
installed. The building cf a new boiler room alone trebled the factory's 
capacity. All the old, worn-out machinery was rebuilt and is now in operation.

Tfas "Calm ike” factory for rharmaceutical products produced times more in 
1948 than in 19^5 ad in 1949 will produce six tunes more. The factory produced 
221 dental preparations and products in 1948 ae compared with 193 in 194?. In 
1948, "Galenika" manufactured injection preparations for varicose veins, using 
Yugoslav materials except for fish oil. A medicine for intestinal infection is 
prepared by an apparatus made in Yugoslavia. 

Dental products made at "Galenlka" Include preparations for the treatment 
and repair of teeth, medicines, plastics and tbermop las tics, wax, temporary 
cement, and other products, many of which were never made in Yugoslavia before. 
Most raw materials used were produced in Yugoslavia. 

Beaearch is now In progress on 35 items for use in dentistry, and another 
4l are planned for 1949* 

MEDICAL BQUIPMSiT MADS IN YUGOSLAVIA -- Borba, No 39, 10 Mar 49 

Production is already under way in the unfinished building of the "Sutjeeka" 
factory for medical equipment. This to now one of the largest factories of its 
kind in Yugoslavia. Production In 1948 was nine times greater thar in 1946 and 
in 1949 will be 12 times greater. Of the 600 most important standard instru- 
ments, the factory will produce 270 during 1949. 

A1J apparatus in the faotory is new. Technical processes will have to be 
worked out for each product, ae there is no similar factory in Yugoslavia 
to offer the benefit of experience. 

During 1949, a complicated apparatus to control heart action during 
aarcoeis will be serially produced. The prototype was developed in 1948 
in the Construction Bureau of the General Administration for Medical 
Production. An autoclave heated by wood, to be used for sterilizing bandages 
in areas where there is no electricity, 1 b being developed by Yugoslav 
technicians . Work also is in progress on instruments for chest and brain 
operations, on driers which are capable of reaching a temperature of 25 O 
degrees centigrade, and on an apparatus for distilling water. Serial production 
of the "Pantostat, an apparatus for electric lighting and galvanization, the 
prototype of vhloh wae made in 1948, is now in progress . A number of instru- 
ments for general medicine and surgery are also being made. 

During 1949, the prototype of a universal operating table will be developed 
and serial production of apparatus for sterilizing bandages will be started.
